meet them when the time comes. 
Will Tome I'p Again 
These issues 
willl 
come to the 
front again, beyond the shadow of a 
doubt. 
They are go real and funda­ 
mental that they will arise of their 
own vitality sooner 
or 
later; and 
Japan sta n ls toady to raise them as 
soon NS sh# thinks the time has come 
to do so with advantage. 
Japan has steadily 
pursued 
her 
two-fold 
foreign 
policy. 
Her of- 
Jects are the opening of a road for 
her people to emigrate to the Occi­ 
dent. and the extension of her power 
in Asia, with a view to ultimate dom­ 
inance of the Orient. 
At the time of 
the sudden outbreak of the European 
war. she had been devoting her a t­ 
tention to the matter of emigration. 
W ith the war came an 
unexpected 
perfect opportunity to further her 
other aim. the domination of China. 


and she hastily turned to avail h e r­ 
self of It. 
Extorted Concessions 
Ender cover of the world-confllct 
she extorted concessions from China 
that she might 
never have gained 
otherwise. It is no wonder th at she 
let the emigration question lapse for 
the moment. 
To regard that ques­ 
tion therefore as settled, to imagine 
that she has let it lapse for good, 
would be the height of short-sighted 
folly. 
Every sign points to a renewal 
of the dispute on the part of Japan 
in the near future. 
The 
immigration

been go thoroughly discugged that it 
seems unnecessary to review it. Yet 
the very richness of the comment and 
argument poured forth on the m atter 
has contributed largely toward bury­

has been almost lost to sight. 
Japanese emigration to the Occi­ 
dent so far is only the ripple before 
the wave. With J a p a n ’s population 
increasing at the rate of almost a mil­ 
lion a year, with the spreading of Oc­ 
cidental methods of sanitation and 
Occidental ideas of the value of life 
promising to augment that increase 
greatly as time passes, it is obvious 
th a t the eighty thousand Japanese 
now in the United States can have 
no real effect on the problem one 
way or the other. 
Japs Here Problem 
In themselves they constitute an ­ 
other problem, but it is a problem 
separate 
and 
distinct. 
American 
thought tends to regard the two is­ 
sues as one. 
J a p a n e s e diplomacy has 
contributed to the error by focusing 
attention on the case of the Japanese 
in America, but it is certain that 
Japanese statesmen have n e v e r con­ 
fused the problem of what to do with 
an increase of population of almost 
a million a year with the question of 
the status of a few thousand J a p an ­ 
ese in California. 
The ca** of the Japanese in Cali­ 
fornia is in itself a real issue in J a p ­ 
an Japanese national pride is a very 
reAl and sensitive thing. 
The Cali­ 
fornia 
question 
Itself 
will 
arise 
again. 
Japan dropped the negotia­ 
tions over the a n tia lie n land bills 
with the express stipulation of re­ 
suming them 
when she got ready. 
The 
gentlemen's 
agreement, 
by 
which 
Japan 
voluntarily excludes 
her laborers from the Pacific coast, 
and to which she has adhered with 


exemplary faithfulness. 
Is 
still 
a 
source of continual Irritation to many 
elements in Japan, as a study of the 
Japanese press will show*. 
The time 
and study devoted to the California 
question, the mass of evidence and 
argum ent printed concerning it, all 
apply to an important international 
deadlock. 
The bulk of it does not 
apply to the great underlying prob­ 
lem at all. 
Want Satisfactory Solution 
The question has been discussed 
with a view to finding 
a 
solution 
which should meet the wishes of both 
parties. 
Americans of the Pacific 
coast have plainly stated their wish­ 
es. They do not want a stream of 
Japanese labor. 
The Japanese have 
shown a willingness 
to 
meet the 
American view point on this angle, at 
least temporarily. 
They have volun­ 
tarily limited their emigration. They 
demand in return, 
however, 
that 
America should respect their nation­ 
al pride. 
Thus in looking for a so­ 
lution of th© conflict, investigators 
have tried to find a scheme which 
should at one© exclude the Japanese 
without insulting them, 
A typical device^to this end is the 
system which would amend all our 
emigration laws so that the immi­ 
grants admitted would bear some dif- 
inite proportion 
to 
those already 
here. 
Under this arrangem ent, the 
people of any nation which forms a 
large element 
in 
our 
population 
would be admitted as freely as ever, 
because those who want to come in 
are only a very 
small 
fraction of 
thofte we already have with us. On 
the other hand, the Japanese imm i­ 
gration would be cut dow n to next to 
nothing at all. 
At the same time, 
Japanese would be put on an equal 
footing with the rest of the world, 
and thus their 
pride 
would 
have 
nothing to take offense at. The pill 
of exclusion would go down sugar­ 
coated. 
Such an expedient has its value— 
but what of the million extra Jap ­ 
anese whom the empire Las to find 
room for every year? 
Is He Good Resid©nt? 
Similarly, 
our 
invesigaors have 
devoted themselves to discussion of 
the value of the Japanese as a resi­ 
dent. 
They have photographed him 
nicking strawberries, they have com­ 
piled statistics on his earning capaci­ 
ty and his treatm ent of the soil and 
his breaches of contract. 
They have 
analyzed his political prejudices, his 
economic status and 
his 
domestic 
morality. 
Their conclusion? are very 
valuable— but we must not forget 
that they apply to the problem of 
the Japanese in the United States, 
not to the steadily rising pressure of 
Oriental millions that make the real 
immigration problem. 
That problem, like 
the 
Chinese 
question, represents a fundamental 
conflict of policy and principle. It 
is a case where each side sees itself 
in the right, where each side feels 
that national 
well-being, even 
n a ­ 
tional existence, may depend on the 
triumph of its contention. 
The Jap ­ 
anese must have room. 
The United 
States bars the way— must bar the 
way. in the interests of self-preserva­ 
tion— to the very room they want. 
For a time, Japan hoped to gain 
one of her great ends by gaining the 
other. 
She hoped 
that her domi­ 
nance of great sections 
of 
eastern 
Asia would not only give her the m ar­ 
kets her industries need, but also 
the field that her population demands 
for its expansion. 
That 
hope 
has 
proven futile. Japan has taken over 
Korea and Formosa, practically ta k ­ 
en over Manchuria 
She has encour­ 
aged emigration into these territories 
by every possible means.

There is much more land, and 
land much more thinly settled, in 
the vast British dominions of Canada 
and Australia. Obeying th© natural 
laws of race movement, the Japanese 
would turn to these lands before they 
turned to our Pacific coast. 
But 
complicating the natural laws of race 
movement, 
stand the British navy 
and 
the 
Anglo-.Ta panes© 
alliance. 
Moreover the Japanese feel that the 
British colonies are only following 
the lead of the United States In the 
question of exclusion, that to strike 
the root of the m atter they m ust deal 
with it in the United States. 
Pan-Am©ricA Comes In 
An even more natural .field for 
Japanese expansion lies to the south 
of us, in Central and South America. 
as well as in Mexico. Japanese ar© 
flowing slowly but steadily into these 
regions, where they are not excluded 
They have not yet assumed the pro­ 
portions of a problem, but it seems 
inevitable that they will. W h at will; 
be the upshot of such a situation? 
The first South American country! 
to exclude the Japanese 
will 
come 
into conflict with Japan 
To whom 
will South America look for support 
in the unequal conflict? 
Suppose • 
Japan resorts to force. 
W hat of the; 
Monroe doctrine then? 
The collision of necessity and ofj 
principle arises at every turn. 
The} 
problem is not one to settle itself • 
with time. 
It is one th at calls m o r e ’ 
loudly for settlement as time passes, j 
It is not only our national problem. 
it is a world-problem. 
Certain it is' 
that Japan must find her outlet. She, 
is one of the great nations of the I 
earth; she m ust have room to live} 
her life and

world. On the other hand, we cannot 
let the road of her destiny lead over 
the ruins of our principles and our 


institutions. It is a very real dilem­ 
ma, and until it is solved we must be 
prepared for any contingency.
